THE SURGEONS. 
DR. HAMILTON INTERVIEWED. 

New York, July 26.—Dr. Frank Hamilton 
arrived from Washington this morning. A 
reporter found him at his house, where the 
following conversation took place, which Dr. 
Hamilton requested should be reported ver- 
batim ; 

„low was it,“ asked the reporter, that 
the deposit of pus, which has caused all this 
recent trouble in the President’s case, was 
not discovered sooner ?”’

„How does this complication affect the 
President's chance of recovery?“

may ensue, and still not cause serious alarm.“ 

“It has been suggested, Doctor, that a serics 
of these abcesses or lateral pus-pouches might 
be aprehended all along the track of the wound.

They are not likely to occur, because this one 
has oecurred, and the chances are more than 
equa) that similar pouches will not be formed at 
all.

Has anything further been discovered as to 
the course of the ball, and its present position?”

The presymption 
seems to be, from certain indications, that the 
bali lies in the right iliac fossa. 

Did it enter the peritoneum ?’” .

Did it enter tle liver?“ 

“Ido not think it did, although the evidence 
at first, as presented to the gentiemen in attend- 
auce, was very conclusive that it had entered 
the liver, and they are very accurate,experienuced, 
and observing men. The suppuration will now be 
watched with great care, and every expedient, 
mechanical and otherwise, will be’ adopted to 
convey disinfecting fluid to the bottom of the 
sac and the wound, and thus render innocuous 
the pus which may torm.” 

. “What do you think, Doctor, about the chances 
of the President's recovery?’ 

“ T still think they are more than equal, more 
especially since I have had the opportunity of 
secing bim.“ . 

“Is the President changed much since you 
saw him last? Does he appear to be weak?

ONE OF THE SURGEONS. 

Wasninxoros, D. C., July 26.—*“ Do you believe 
the President will recover?” asked the reporter 
of a surgeon. 

“I do,” replied the doctor. 1 don't 
think he is going to get up in few days, 
mind you, but unless some complication 
entirely unlooked for and unapprehended arises, 
Iam satisfied he will get well. He is really 
mending now. He has not had any fever during 
the day. When his pulse registered 104, it was 
just after be had been handled, and in his case 
the effort was about the same asa strong man. 
His pulse was then increased by our moving and 
handling him in dressing the wound. The Presi- 
dent's case has progressed unusually well, with- 
out any drawback occurring that wasout of the 
question. The very character of his wound 
taught us that we would bave some trouble with

WE HAVE REMOVED THAT TROUBLE, 
and the wound is now doing so well that I do not 
believe any further difficulty will occur.

SUFFERING. 

FEVERISH. 

WASHINGTON, D.C., July 26.—The President 
did not have a good rest last night. He was 
feverish, and the fever coutinued this morn- 
ing. The surgeons held a long consultation, 
lasting from about half-past 8 o’clock until 
‘about 10, and Dr. Agnew, who returned last 
night, said that the fever was the result of 
irritation in the wound, and that these irri- 
tating causes must-be removed. 

ANOTHER OPERATION, 

After discussing the situation, another op- 
eration was determined upon. Dr. Agnew 
sent for instruments, and an enlarged incis- 
ion was made through the integument of the 
back where the opening was made Sunday, 
so that he could insert his finger. He then 
felt sylinters of the fractured rib inside 
of the wound, and impinging upon the 
track of the wound. He then be⸗ 
gan to remove these splinters of 
bone, and took out altogether fifteen or twen- 
ty fragments, one of them about an inch 
long. He then, with his finger, raised the 


fractured rib, and restored it to its proper 


and natural position. Following this opera- 
tion the flow of pus was much better. When 
the surgeons dressed the wound this morn- 
ing they discovered that the discharge had 
partiaily stopped; that, in fact, it 
WAS ENTIRELY TOO SLIGHT 

for the condition of the wound, and this was 
one thing that determined the surgeons to 
perform another operation, or, rather, to en- 
large the incision of Sunday, and to remove 
all the splinters of bone that could be found. 
After this morning's operation the discharge was 
very satisfactory. and the President experieuced 
prompt relief. Dr. Agnew then said that he 
considered the President's condition as favor- 
able. and he hoped for continued benefit from 
the operation, and later on, at about noon, Dr 
Agnew said the President was domg well. He 
ate a raw eng and took some milk and rum for 
nourishment this morning. He slept about half 
an hour after the operation, and expressed bim- 
self to Col. Rockwell as feeling better. 


| A STRAIGHT TUBE. 

The surgeons took out the semi-circular drain- 
age-tube this morning, and inserted a straight 
one into the new incision. They intend to 
allow the mouth of the wound to heal up aud to 
drain the wound through the incision made 
Sunday. 

MRS. GARFIELD. 

Atlo’clock Mrs. Gartield told Treasurer Gil- 
Allan that the President was decidedly better 
since this morning's operation, and she felt very 
cheerful about him. 

Mrs. SGarfield’s debility continues and oc- 
casions uneasiness, which would doubtless be 
greater were it not overshadowed by the more 
pressing anxiety in regard to the President. Dr. 
Boynton and Mrs. Edson look carefully after her 
weifare. They know, however, that ber hus- 
band’s recovery and change of air and scene 
must precede any radical iraprovement in Mrs. 
Garfieid’s condition. 

THERE WAS CONSIDERABLE ANXIETY 
manifested throughout the Executive Depart- 
ment to-day regarding the President's condition, 
and the morning bulletin was got at all gratify- 
ing. A prominent Treasury official expressed 
1 opinion that it would be far more satisfac- 
tory to the general public if the attending sur- 
geons would be more explicit and explain the 


bulletins. The arrangement made providing 
for the coustaut attendance of one of the con- 
sulting surgeons is received with great satisfac- 
tion, although there is unmistakabie evidence 


throughout the city than has been manitested 
since the first few days after the shooting. It is 
exhibited in a more quiet manner, and on ob- 
seryed through conversation.

A gentleman who 
visited the mansion this afternoon, and who is 
an intimate friend of the family, said Mrs. Gar- 
field told him her husband’s condition was quite 
encouraging; that he was certainly better than

THIS EXCITING RUMOR WAS CIRCULATING 
„ HERE 
Advices from New York were received by a 
number of Government officials and others that 
the excitement in that city was intense, and re- 
questing the latest news, Treasurer Gilfillan 
received a telegram from Assistant United 
States Treasurer Hiuhouse stating that there 
was great excitement on the streets, and all sorts 
of ruroorse@vere afloat, some of which indivated 
that the President would live but a short time. 
The Treasurer had just returned to his office 
from the White House when he received the 
telegram, and at once replied, stating that the 
President's condition to-day was more favor- 
able, and, generally speaking, be was better. 
The informativu obtained from the surgeons, 
who, by the way, have become noticeahly reti- 
cent, does not appear to warrant any immediate 
anxiety regarding the patieut, inasmuch as they 
ali, including Dr. Agnew, agree that his condi- 
tion is as favorable as could be expected. 
THERE HAS BEEN MORE EXCITEMENT AND 
t ANXIETY 
throughout the city in regard tothe condition 
of the President to-day thanat any time since 
Saturday. The removal of a few small splinters 
of bone from the wound atthe morning dress- 
ing Was exaggerated into a sérious, painful, and 
weakening operation. The reticence of the at- 
tending surgeons regarding the details of the 
patient's case was taken asa tacit admission 
that something was wrong. A personal note 
which one of the. surgeons happened to send 
Prof. Bell was interpreted as an indication that 
the dall was to be at once located by the 
Protessor’s inductive balance, and then cut out 
as a last resort, and a general impression pre- 
vailed at the Departments, in the strects, and 
throughout the city, that the President's condi- 
tion was in the highest degree critical and 
alarming.

SHAKEN BY THE EVENTS

bone from the wound at the morning dressing 
was a very simple matter, and, instead of weak- 
ening the patient, it removed one more source 
of irritation, gave a freer egress to the dis- 
charge, and, as a natural consequence, improved 
bis general condition.

Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 
New York, July 26.—The condition of the 
President again became the general topic of 


public discussion throughout the city to- 


ay, and crowds gathered around the news- 
paper bulletins do hear the latest news from 
Washington. The contsdictory reports re- 
ceived in the afternoon and bulletined by 
somemewspapers were of an alarming tenor, 
and tended to reawaken, the apprehension 
and painful suspense valent during the 
earlier days of the , President’s sufferings. 
In the morning an official dispatch was 
bulletined \reporting’ that fragments of 
bone had \ been taken out of the 
wound, and, later, under the caption 
of “ Washington, 1:30 p. m.,“ a dispatch 
was bulletined tothe effect that the Presi- 
dent’s physicians were very reticent about 
the comlition of the patient. but enough had 
been learned to warrant the statement that 
they were of the opinion that the patient 
could not live while the bullet was still in 
his body, and that they tiad resolved 
TO CUT UNTIL THEX FOUND IT. 
The language of the dispate& was calculated 
to rouse the worst fears, and-it had this Im- 
mediate effect in the minds of, 
many of those who read it. 
The more thoughtful in the crowds, 
however, were reluctant to give credence to 80 
startiing a report, seeing that it had not the 
stamp of official authority. But it nevertheless 
aroused a feeling of great uneasiness. This 
news was not received or credited in the Times 
once. It was posted, however, on the World 
bulletin, together with other contradictory in- 
formation, evidently the work of some syndi- 
cate of liars, such as the latter journal has re- 
cently alluded to in denunciatory terms.

BOGUS NEWS EXTRAS 
and false telegrams purporting to come from 
prominent personsin Washington were circu- 
lated during the day in Wall street by some 
beartless person for stock-jobbing purposes, 
and which represented the President as being in 
a hopeless condition. The untrustworthy news 
gave rise to 
ALL SORTS OF WILD RUMORS 
at one time, and among others one to the effect 
that Vice-President Arthur bad been summoned 
to Washington. This report the Vice-President 
this evening pronounced to be utterly untrue. 
He had not only 7 
5 RECEIVED NO SUCH SUMMONS, 
but there had, further, been nothing in the dis- 
patches be bad received which appeared to him 
80 grave as to call for his presence in that city 
in the immediate future. He was still of the 
opinion, as he bad been all along since the first 
dangerous crisis had been passed, that the Presi- 
dent would ultimately recover. He had no rea- 
son as yet to alter that hopeful view of the 
situation. There wasa considerable crowd of 
people at the Fifth Avenue Hotel this evening 
anxious to learn the latest news. Confidence 
was restored when, at 9 o'clock, a message was 
received stating that the patient was doing well. 
After reading this welcome news, the crowd 
began to disperse, with general expressions of 
satisfaction.

‘SERIOUSLY SHOT, 


Police-Off_ficer Crowley by Joseph Ke 
ley, a Penitentiary Bird. 

The shooting of Officer Daniel Crowley Mon- 
day night was one of the most villainous at- 
tacks ever made upon a policeman in this city, 
and that the officer was not killed on the spot is 
all owing to a fortunate blow which he made 
with his cane almost at the instant the shot was 
fired, and by which the weapon was pointed 
doWhwards so that the bullet entered the thigh 
instead of the body, as the assasin intended it 
should. As it was, the wound is far more 
serious than was at first thought, and 
should inflammation set in the officer 
may lose nis life. The bullet entered 
the face of the thigh about three-fifths of the 
way up from the Knee to the groin, and, barely 
missing the bone, lodged in the deep-seated 
muscies and sinews of the inner side of the back 
of the leg. It carried with it into the wound a 
piece of the pantaloons, and a large piece of the 
flannei drawers he was wearing at the time, and 
the danger will be from an abscess and the at- 
tending inflammation which these rags or the 
bullet may cause. The worst feature of the 
case is.that the ball, instead of going downward, 
as might be expected, appeurs to have 
*＋ u some rigid muscle or 
sinew, and to have taken an upward and 

backward course, The doctors in attendance 

say that cutting into it, or into any abscess 
which may form in the wound, will be attended 
with considerable danger. 

Joseph Kelley, the young thug who is be- 
lieved to have fired the shot, was arrested at his 
home, No. 155 Van Buren street, which is di- 
rectly south of and less than a block away from

Re- 
turning, Crowley started again for the station, 
but feil from exhaustion at thecorner of Adams 
and Desplaines streets. He is certain that his 
assailant intended to kill him, and wouid have 
succeeded, too, but for the blow from the cane. 


FATAL STUPIDITY. 


A Dose of Carbolic Acid Administered 
for Castor-@Oil, 

Ths sudden death at the County Hospital of 
William D. Faulkner, Lieutenant of Company I, 
Second Regiment, was briefly announced in yes- 
terday's paper. It appeared yesterday at the 
Coroner’s inquest that the young man was the 
victim of a terrible blunder made by one 
of the nurses, who gave him a dose of car- 
bolic acid, mistaking it for castor-oil. 
Faulkner bad been employed at the Hospita} 
since last January, caring for the male bathing- 
house and looking after patients newly received 
into the Hospital. A few days ago he was taken 
down with tonsilitis, and was assigned to one of 
the wards of which Anton Kaick,a German 45 
years of age, is nurse. Early Monday evenin 
the physician in charge prescribed a dose o 
three teaspoonfuls of castor-oil, One of fortified 
oil, and a single dropof croton oll. Along about 
9 o'clock Kalck mixed the dose from drugs in 
viais on a table beside the patient's cot, 
and Faulkner swallowed the dose at a singie 
gulp. A moment later he was seized with burn- 
ing pains in the throat and stomach. The truth 
Hus upon him on the instant, and he 
shouted toa Mrs. Rice that Kalck had given 
him a dose of carbolic acid. Antidotes: and 
emetics were speedily administered, and Dr. Me- 
Arthur did all in his power to same him. But 
the poison bad already got into the blood. and 
in less than an hour the beating of the heart 
was completely choked up and death ensued. 
Carbolic acid poisoning is very painful, and the 
young man suffered terribly up to the very mo- 
ment of his death. The deceased was a very 
promising young man of about 21 years. His 
father is out West, and his mother is dead. The 
sole remaining relative in this city is a brother, 
who is studying medicine in the office' of Dr. C. 
G. Davis. 5 5 

Kalck. the nurse, was filled with remorse at 
his fatal blunder. Though inexperienced in 
— Soy — or medicines, canes the seven 
months he bas been at the hospital he bas been 
very steady and conscientious in his duties. Tue. 
bottles were properly labeled, and carbolic acid 
has no resemblance to castor-vil. There was,’ 
therefore, no excuse for his mistake. The jury, 
after fully considering the case yesterday, con- 
cluded that there was nothing to be gained by 
holding him to the Grand Jury tor criminal care- 
lesness. Alle felt deeply the result of his act, and 
the jury, considering that his punishment was 
already severe enough, recommended that he be 
not taken into custody. .

New York, July 26.—Pool Commissioner Fink 

gays in regard to the war of rates between rail- 

roads: Under the present organization of the 

commercial business of the railroad companies 

no one company can give an assurance to carry 


out its agreement, as there are hundreds and 


hundreds of agents whose power it is to destroy 
the revenue of the railroad, as they are not 
under direct control of any one responsibie per- 
son. This organization is got upfor the purpose 
of competition and fight, and no better system 
could be devised to ruin the revenues of tne 
roads and bring about just such wars as 
are now being waged with the property of the 
innocent stockhoiders of the railroads. The 
Presidents of the trunk lines cannot control 
these Organizations, and hence we find that so 
many of the agreements that these Presidents 
have made are disregarded and not carried out. 
There is no, more fallacious idea in 
the minds of the people than that the 
Presidents of the trunk lines or the chief rail- 
road officers control the railroad property. They 
have practically nothing to do with it. it is ut- 
terly impossible to determine to-day who is re- 
sponsible for the present unfortunate war 
between these Companies. I have no 


doubt that * railroad managers in 
av 


faith desire oid such a state of affairs as 
now exists. Yet the methods and systems that 
have been in vogue so long in dealing with the 
tariff? questions are so imperféct that it is utter- 
ly impossible for them to control the most 
important branch of railroad management,—viz. : 
the maintenance of equitable and fair tariffs 
fairly remunerative to the railroad companies 
and just and reasonable to the public, tariffs 
that can be permanently maintuined, under 
which each shipper may know exactly what he 
has to pay, and that he does not pay any 
more than his competitor in the business. 
First-class passengers are now being carried to 
Chicago for $10 in first-class passenger-ca 
while poor emigrants are paying $13 tor t 
poorest passenger accommodation. All 
this is wrong, and is a discredit to the rail- 
road management of the country. When 
one desires to fix the responsibility for such un- 
just discrimination itis impossible. They are 
all responsible in a measure ‘for failing to co- 
operate with each other. Noone railroad man- 
r., nor any number of them, can br 
about reforms except they are all ag A 
While it thus requires the agreement of at least 
the principal managers of the railroadsin the 
country to conduct the business in a business- 


like, sensible manner, yet it isin the power of a 


single manager evenof an unimportant rail- 
road, yea, even of a bankrupt road, to 
destroy the value of the railroad property of the 
whole country, or of a great portion of the 
country, and to bring about such a state of 
affairs as now exists, ruinous to the interest of 
the railroad companies and unsatisfactory to 
the shippers. and, therefore, detrimental to the 
best interests of the country.” 

**What are the particular disadvantages to the 
public of the present war of rates?” 

Mr. Fink—“ Lou bear at the present time 
complaints from all quarters. The shippers at 
Indianapolis, for instance, complain that they 


do not know whether the present turiif 


rates are proportionately as low from Indianap- 
olis as from Chicago. Each shipper does not 
know whether his neighbor and competitor in 
the business has any lower rate than himself. 
There is great uncertainty in the minds of peo- 
ple who have to invest money in commercial 
transactions how to operate for the future. The 
rates may be raised again to-morrow or the 
next day. All these dithculties are avoided by 
the railroad companies being obliged to adhere 
to the published tariffs officially promulgated 
from time to time, and which ure 80 
arranged and adjusted from the different local- 
ities us to stand in a proper pro tion of the 
relative distances of these localities frum the 
markets. During the last four years this 
has been accomplished to a great de- 
ree by the Association of the trunk 
ines on west-bound freight, and tor 
the last two years on east-bound business 
through the Joint Executive Committee of 
Eastern and Western roads. The advantages of 
this system of controlling tariffs have been 
80 to the railroad com- 
panies public, that I believe 
it is impossible tor the present unsatisfactory 
state of affairs to continue fer along time. if 
it were to continue for any length of timea 
good many of the roads would pass into the 
hands of Receivers. Past experience having 
now established the fact thatthe turiff ques- 
tion can be controlled, railroad managers 
will be obliged to adopt the  prop- 
er methods necessary for that purpose. 
There is no more fallacious idea than that by 
these combinations unreasonable high rates 
could be exacted. Railroad tariffs are com- 
pletely controlied by water competition and 
other commercial laws that make this un- 
possible. The only difficulty so far in 
carrying out permanently the system of 
cooperation is that it requires the voluntary con- 
sent of railroad companies instead of its being 
enforced upon them by legal enactments. When 
the peopie understand the subject better they will 
either by the force of public opinion or through 
legal enactments compel railroad managers to 
work the railroads of this country in barmony 
with each other, and prevent selfish railroad 
companies from endeavoring to gain some ad- 
vantage over each other, to stand in the wav of 
tne proper Management of rouds in the inter- 
ests of the public.” 
— — 

THE WAR IN PASSENGER RATES. 
The passenger war in the East is assuming a 
more serious aspect every day, and west-bound 
rates are still on the downward course. It is 
understood that tickets are now bem sold for 
$5 from Boston and New York to Chicago, and 
the prospects are that they will go still lower 
before the war comes to an end. The Pennsy!i- 
vania ana Grand Trunk Roads now seem to be 
the aggressors, and are forcing the fight in order 
to bring itto a speedy termination. Mr. Van- 
derbiit, however, has his back up, and is deter- 
mined to keep up the fight. Should he adpere 
to this position there is no likelihood that the 
low rates will force him into submission, as 
be is certainly able to stand the fight 
as long as any of dis competitors. 
So far the war in west- bound passenger rates has 
not affected the eastward ficures to any degree, 
and tickets from Chicago to New York are still 
quoted at $15 by most of the roads. There ure 
rumors that one or twoof the lines are selling 
New York tickets us low as $12, but nothing can 
be learned to substaatiate these reports. Still 
everything indicates that if the Eastern wur 
does not come to an end within a week the rates 
from this city East will be cut down as low as 
the west-bound figures now are. The Grand 
Trunk is aching to begin the war at this end, 
and is now wettung ready for active hostilities. 
‘The Chicago extensiou of this line has up to 
now not been in a condition to compete 
actively for. through passenger business 
owing to the unsatistactory condition of the 
track between this point and Port Huron. Dur- 
ing the last six months large forces of men 
have been at work ballast ing the road-bed and 
replacing the iron raiis with steel ones. The 
work is now about completed, and the is 
suid to be in first-class condition, and able to do 
all the business that offers in @ satistactory man- 
ner. The company is pow preparing new time- 
tables, and on Ang. 7 will put on two fast 
daily trains to the East, which it is claimed will 
make as good time to Buston asany of the 
other lines. At present the principal business 
of the Grand Trunk is being taken via the 
Mienigan Ceatral, and for this reason the road 
has been unatile to make different rates from 
those charged by the Michigan Central. After 
putting on the above-menuoned two new trains 
the Grand Trunk will be able to work independ- 
ently of the Michigan Central, and it will then, 
itis understood, make such rates as will secure 
the business. The Grand Trunk, it is stated, 


‘will take the position which the Wabash did 


when it first opened its line tethis city. fe will 
claim a differern@fal rategt on alt business.

A PENNSYLVANIA COMPLICATION. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

WILKESBARRE, Pa., July 26.—Great excite- 
ment exists here in certain circles over a move- 
ment inaugurated Sunday last by the Pennayi- 
vania Railroad Company to obtain possession of 
a road the levels of which were laid long ago 
under a charter granted to David P. Waller and 
otbers for the construction of the North and 
West Branch of the Danville, Hazelton & Sun- 
bury Kailroad. The railroad, about sixty miles 
in length, was to form a coal carrier from this 
region. For some reason the origina- 
tors haited after the surveys were made, 
and not until quite recently was work re- 
sumed. This labor consisted in finishing certain 
grades. Two corporations looked with a jealous 
eye upon this branch. One was the Pennsyi- 
vania Kailroad Company, the other the Jersey 
Central. The possession of it by the former 
paved a way to its collieries at Nanicoke, two 
miles beiow this city. Heretofore the Susque- 
hanna Coal Company, which is owned by the 
Pennsylvania Railroad Company, has been com- 


pelled to ship over its own canal or by the Dela- 


ware, Lackawanna & Western Road. The Jer- 
sey Central folks, it is said, wanted it because it 
gave them a through line to the West. 
connecting below with the Philadeiphia & 
Reading. Some time ago the Pennsylvania 
Company made overtures looking to the pur- 
chase of the north and west branch. It was said 
at the time tney intended to complete it. That 
was before Jay Gould became interested in Jer- 
sey Central. There are conflictiug accounts as 
to what really transpired between Waller and 
the Pennsylvania 228 At any rate, the road 
was advertised to be sold at Sheriif’s sale about 


ten days ago at Bloomsburg. It was so disposed 


of, the purchasers being announced as Charlies 
Paris the coal king of this city, 
Gen. Beaver, and Attorney-Gencral Pal- 
mer. The price paid for it at the sale 
was given as $700.00). Things went along 
smoothly enough until last Saturday, when at 
midnignt a larwe gang of men were put to work 
at Nanticoke laying ties and rails over the 
Waller brauch. ‘The men labored all day Sun- 
dey, and at night had finished a mile and a haif 
of their work. Yesterday they were arrested 
for working on Sunday. They were bailed, and 
the labor was continuea this moruing. Inquiry 
to-day revealed the fact that the rails are ng 
laid oy order of the Pennsyivania il- 
road Company. Ex-Seuntor Buckalew arrived 
here yesterday afternoon, and has ever 
since been in consultation with Parrish and 
Palmer. On being asked what the Pennsylvania 
meant by its action, Mr. Buckalew said they 
meant to levy blackmail, but they will be 
whipped out of their boots. Those who pretend 
to understand the recent purchase of the Waller 
road at Sheriff's sale say that it was part of a

route for the Jersey Central. Still other well- 
informed sources attribute the purchase on 
part of Parrish, Palmer, Buckalew. Beaver, and 
some others to buy and hold the road for a spec- 
ulation.

PHILADELPHIA PASSENGER RATES.

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., July 26.—The General 
Passenger Agent is waging the war very fiercely 
on the part of the Pennsylvania. Just as soon 
as the New York scalpers met the cut last or- 
dered he instructea Mr. Carpenter, the Gen- 
eral Eastern Passenger Agent. to make 
the same rates over the counter as 
the scalpers did at their offices. Yesterday the 
rate was $7.50 from New York to Cincinnati, $8 
to Chicago, and $11 to St. Louis, and iu the aft- 
ernoon the scalpers bad not yet succeeded 
in putting their prices below those of 
the Pennsylvania. This . morning the 
Pennsy!vania Railroad put on sale 
through limited tickets, with rebate checks 
good for $10. Bach passenger will be furnished 
with tickets at any of their Eastern ollices for 
$10 in excess of the prices charged by the scalp- 
ers, but the Silo will be refunded at the 
ticket-ottice on his arrival at bis 
destination. This is thought to be 
the first time that rebate checks have been is- 
sued in the East, though they have been in fre- 
quent use in the West, that section of the coun- 
try usually laking the lead in sucn contests. 
The emigrant rates ure now the same as those 
for tirst-ciass limited tickets, but a reduction is 
expected at an early date, and a further reduc- 
tion of 50 cents in the prices of ali is tully ex- 
ted. It isthe opinſou ot the Pennsylvania 
tajiroad officials that some one wiil soon cry 
enough. The cutting has affected the 
truvel over the Pennsylvania very little as yet, 
for the through trains are not running much 
more heavily than they were a month ago at 
this time. In fact. it ie doubtful if the increase 
in travel on tbrough tickets bas increased 10 per 
vent. So far the scalpers have been able to get 
their wo¢k in on the Pennsyivania but very littie. 
They did send some people on to Pittsburg and 
telegraph to their agent there to meet the pas- 
sengers in the station and send the other manon 
the same train, but the scaipers are pretty well 
known to the station officials there, and they are 
not allowed to do any business about the station.

SURVEYING THE N NORTHWEST, 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 
OTTAWA, July 26.—The land surveys being 
conducted in the Northw cover an area 
approximating 30,000 square miles lying due west 
ot Manitoba. The are is nearly in the form of a 
square, with its southern base resting on the in- 
ternational boundary, and hes between 102 and 
106 degrees west longitude. This includes the 
Valley of Qu’Appelie and that portion of the 
Valley of the Souris above where it crosses the 
boundary. The whole area is prairie land. | 
Some sixty-flve surveyors are engaged, each 
with a small party. ‘Tweuty-tive of the 
surveyors are engaged Govern- 
ment account, 
These are at laying e

Pon SUMNER, N. M. * 15.—To His Excel- 
lency, the Governor of New Merico: 1 have the 
honor to inform your Rxsslloner that I had re- 
ceived several communications from persons in 
and about Fort Samner that William Bonny, 
alias the Kid, had been there or in that vicinity 
for some time. 

In view of these reports I deemed it my 
duty to go there and ascertain whether there 
was any truth in them or not, all the time doubt- 
ing their accuracy; but on Monday, July 11. [ 
left home, taking with me John W. Pope and T. 
L. McKinny, meu in whose courage and sagacity 
I relied implicitly, and arrived just below Fort 
Sumner on Wednesday, 13th. remained con- 
cealed near the houses until night and then en- 
tered the fort about midnight, and went to Mr, 
P. Maxwell's room. I found him in bed, and had 
just commenced talking to him about the object 
of my visit at suchan unusual hour,when a man 
entered che room in his stockinged feet, with a 
pistol in one band and a knife in the other. He 
came and placed his hand on the bed just be- 
side me, and iu a low whisper, * Who is it?’ (and 
repeated the question) he asked of Mr. Maxwell. 

at once recognized the man, and knew he 
was the Kid. and reached behind me for m 

istol, feeling almost certain of receiving a pail 
Fro rom his at the moment of doing so, as i keit 
sure be had now recognized ine, but fortunate- 
ly be drew back from the bed at noticing my 
movement, and, although he had his pistol 
pointed at my breast, he delayed to fire, and 
asked in Spanish, Quein es? Quein es?” This 
gave me time to bring mine to bear on him, and 
the moment I did so I pulled the trigger, and he 
received his death wound, for the ball struck 
him in the left breast and pierced his heart. He 
never spoke, but died in a minute. It was my 
desire to have been able to take him alive, but 
his coming upon me so suddenly and unexpect- 
edly leads me to believe that he had seen me 
enter the room, or had been informed by some 
one of the fact; and that hé came there armed 
with pistol and knife expressly to kill me if he 
could. Under that impression I had no alter- 
native but to kill him or to suffer death at his 
hands.

KILLIN G THE KID. 


Pat Garrett®’« Nervy Feat—A Shot 
Through the Heart Which Wrought 
Good tor New Mexico. 

Santa Fe New Mexican, 

The city was thrown into a state of excite- 
ment yesterday morning by the announcement 
that Billy the Kid, the man who has been the 
terror of peaceable people in this Territory for 
yeurs; who killed Brady, and Hindman, and 
Roberts, and Ollinger, and Bell, with a dozen 
more, met the fate that he had meted 
out to others with such fiendish pleas- 
ure, frequently without cause and gen- 
erally in the most brutal manner. 
could have createda more general teeling of | 
gratification than this, and when it was further 
annouvced that the taithfu! and brave Pat Gar- 
rett, he who has been the. mginstay of law and 
order in Lincoln County, the chief reliance of 
the peopic indark days when danger lurked 
on every hand, had accomplished the crowning 
featot his life by bringing down his fierce and 
implacable foe single-handed, the sense of sat- 
isfaction was higbtened to enc of delight. The 
first announcement of the event was by means 
of a telegram received here from Las Vegas 
by Mr. Chisum, the stock-owner, and one of the 
Kid's greatest enemies, simply stating: Pat 
Garrett killed Billy Kid near Sumner Fri- 
day night.” This dispatch was sent by Mr. M. 
Brunswick, a reliable man and a friend 
of Mr. Chisum. Mr. Brunswick was in Santa Fé 
a few days ago, and stated to a wentieman that 
he had learued ucoidentally that the Kid was at 
or near Fort Sumner; cousequcnily, when the 
dispatch was received, people, notwithstanding 
the news was almost too good tu be true, were 
led to believe that there must be truth in the 
news. Asbort time later the special came to 
the New Mexican, detailing the particulars. 
This is published on the telerraph page, and will 
be read with interest. From thei it will appear 
that the news was brought to Las Vegas by 
Mail-Contractor Cosgrove, who arrived at that 
place yesterday. A Ae Mexican reporter wus 
cnabicd to secure the accouut from a man who 
was ut Sumner at the time, and who helped to 
put Billy in his litthe bed the day after.Guarrett 
got through his task. ‘This man is George 
Miller, a discharged soldier, on his way to 
Sauta Fé 

Miller says that Garrett was informed of the 
Kid's whereabouts while in Lincoin County, and 
arrived at Sumner in seurchof the outiaw on 
Friday night. At about midnight he went tothe 
house of Pete Mexwell, accompanied by two 
men named Jobu W. Poe and T. M. Mckinny, 
whom he had brought from home with him.

Now 
that the sod is above his grave, it is in order to 
give him an obiturry, though time and space 
will not allow a lengthy one. 

There is no disposition to shirk the task. It 
isn’t very often one has to write anything in the 
obituary line except complimentary ones: and 
Billy, exceptional in most things, bere again af- 
fords an exception to the general rule. ; 

Billy was a New York boy, and his right name 
is supposed te have been Antrim. He was pnce 
a resident of Santa Fé, and an empioyé of the 
Exchange Hotel, this city. He left here when 
very young, and turned out during the Lincoin 
County war, two years or more ago. Since then 
he has assisted in murdering Sberiff 8 and

Burnstein, clerk at the Muscalero Apache Agen- 
cy; killed Rébert Beckwith and Charles Craw- 
ford at Lincoln. July, 1878; William Mor-

A Gentiemanly Footpad — Thirteen 
Full-Grown Men Quietly Bobbed by 
a Mellow-Voiced Brigand. 

Denver (Colo.) Republican. 

H. M. Burton, the alleged stage-robber, who 
was arrested in Pueblo and brought to Denver 
July 1, bad his preliminary examination before 
Judge Brazee yesterday afternoon. Burton is 
charged with robbing the stage running be- 
tween Del Norte and Alamosa, about midnight 
on the night of June 20. The robbery was one 
of the most audacious in the annals of hyrhway 
robbery, and links the name of the perpetrator 
with that af Billy Le Ruy. The story of the deed 

in the words of J. B. McMillan, of 

Del Norte, one of the victims of the robbery, 

and who was the first and principal witness for 

the prosecution in the examination of yester- 
day. He said in substance: 

* There were eight men and one woman inside 
the coach, and four men besides the driver on 
top. T was — r — latter, sitting beside the 
driver. It was ut midnight, I should think, 
and about twenty miles from Del Norte, when 
we were halted. It was very dark, and we were 
just turning a bend in the road when the word 
came to halt. There was only one man visible, 
to the left and about ten feet ahead of the 
coach. The ber was standing behind a 
piece of canvas stretched alongside the road, 
and had a revolver pointed 3 at myself 
and the driver. He told us calmly to deliver 
ourselves and be would not harm us, but that if 
we made a bad break he would shoot. I was on 
the side next the robber, and I immediately 
got down from my seat, follo-wed by the driver, 
Atter we got down, the robber came from be- 
hind the canvas and placed over our heads a 
cloth cap, which came down to our sboulders 
and completely blinded us. He then ordered.us 
to stand still, and himselt went to the stage door 
and ordered the eccupants to come out, one at 
a time, and take their positions in line along- 
side the driver and myself. 

* He told the passengers not to make any un- 
necessary movements, as they were all covered 
by the guns of his men in concealment, and 
their lives were in jeopardy. After the passen- 
gers were all in line, he put caps similar to 
mine over their faces, tied their bands behind

Irish peasantry. Mr. John — son was the 
President of the Northumberland Miners’ 
Association, and Mr. W. II. Patterson was 
the Financial Secretary of the Durham Min- 
ers’ Association. They made a report on 
their return to the North of England. As 
they told the simple truth in the homeliest 
words, their account created a profound sen- 
sation among the workingmen. Secretary 
Forster felt called. on to deny its accuracy. 
Their report was investigated and it was 
found to be correct.. A number of English 
Radicals then coutributed a fund toenable them 
and a companion named Mr. Birkett to return 
and continue their investigations in Ireland. 
now. and they are making 
speeches for which Mr. Parnell and Mr. Biggur 
would be imprisoned at once. 

The“ Democratic Federation of England has 
also deputed six men and two ladies“ to findout 
the true state of things in Ireland.” This“ Demo- 
ratio Federation represeuts, #ecordi to 
Miss Craigan, one of its. lady deputies, ** 10,000 
English workingmen.“ 

The Irish people are treating these Volunteer 
Investigating Committees hospitubly, as their 
habit is with all strangers; and these inquiring 
friends, also, are everywhere espotsing their 
cause and reporting their wrongs. oo of them 
18 reported to have gone so far as to say ina 
public speech at Loughrea yesterday, that the 
“jandlord system, as developed ata Sherill's 
sale de had witnessed, was legalized robbery,” 
and his comrade added, that as an Englishman 
he would not be afraid to take up a rifle in de- 
fense of Irish rights!’’ 

It is one of the most hopeful signs of the times 
for Ireland. 

The North of England pitmenin their first re- 
port relate 


THEIR EXPERIENCE IN GALWAY, 


Iwill quote a single illustration of their per- 
sonal researches. They met a tenant in Galway 
whose family had lived on a farm for more than 
a century. 

“On this farm,” — report, “this man had 
spent the money he bad earned by cultivation, 
in improving the land and farm buildings which 
were rendered as as possible; but not one 
farthing did the Owner of the land lay out upon 
it,—his agent merely meeting bis tenant at term 
day and taking the rent, or paying flying visits 
to the land to see how it was looking. About 
ten years ago the narrator's father died, ana it 
then became necessary to have the name of the 
son inserted in the agreement as the occupant 
of the farm. Instead of congratulating him on 
the improvements made on the land and exhort- 
ing him to walk in the footsteps of his father 
in taking care of his landiord’s property, tho 
agent told his visitor that as his land was in 
good condition he would hape tosubmittoan in- 
crease of 59 per cent in his rent. In other words, 
he would bave to pay an increase of lz shillings 
for every acre he tilled, and what his father paid 
168. Gd. per acre for the son would now have to 
pay 2s. 6d. [for]. . . . Had the father put 
the profits he derived from his farm into his 
own pocket be would have been able to leave it 
to his son to start bim either on the farm or in 
some other pursuit with capital in bis hand. 
Having, bowe ver., put it into the land, be had 
not on y handed it over to the landlord, but had 
actually furnished the latter with an excuse 
for 1 and impoverishing his son.“ 

Tanis incident,” the honest pitmen say, 
“was neither more thrilling or more marked in 
its incidents than the other stories we heard.“ 

Such incidents are not the exception, but the 
rule, in the West of Ireland. 

The pitmen gave realistic descriptions of the 
Villages and cabins of Connemara, where the 
landiords have rushed in with cruelties where 
even Cromwell recoiled with pity. 

As their report in all likelihood will never 
reach America, I will quote a few passages from 
THEIR ACCOUNT OF BARNA, 
in the County of Galway, N that I have 
myself seen many villages in the West of Ireland 

that are equally wretched: 

Pigs there were none. . . The poor pro- 
ple supported themselves by tilling their wretcb- 
ed — 2 of land, or by fishing in the waters of 
Galway Bay, which rollin at their doors 
A few wretched poultry and a donkey or two, 
together with the bouts of a scanty supply of 
lines and nets for fishing, and the spade and 
tools for delving the soil, appeared to form the 
sole wealth of the poor creatures. Strange 
sights we saw in the huts, about a dozen of 
which we visited in the few hours we were in the 
village. 

In one of the smaller we found an old wom- 
an, her daughter, and two orphan children ofa 
deceased son. Allof them were ciad in rags, 
and the atmosphere of the dwelling was most 
offensive, because the inmates were so poor that 
| were unable to procure any other kind of 
fuelthan dried horse-dung from the neighbor- 
ing roads. 

Furniture there appeared to be none in the 
house beyond the rough plank-seat, and one or 
two articles of earthenware, which looked as if 
used. did duty as pans in which to 1 5 the- Water 


Their chief food, we were told, is potatoes, 
with Indian meal either boiled into a sort ot 
porridge or worked into cakes, and sometimes 
they are able to obtain a little buttermilk. This 
latter is very rarely obtainable, however, the 
extreme poverty of the — making it a 
luxury beyond their reach fear their diet 
more often descends to boiled ‘kelp or sea- weed 
gathered from the rocks in the bay. The 
old woman was, like many more in the village, 
unable to speak one word of English,—hber sole 
talk being in Gaelic, but the younger woman 
was able to converse with us. Sbe told us that 
she supported her mother and the two children 
by the sale of whelks which she gathered from 
the neighboring rocks. 

in another cottage if’the same village we 
found a man, his wife, and two sons fast spring- 
ing into manhood. The ge was built by 
themselves, and they also tilled some of the 
small patches of ground which had been pointed 
out to us on the land side of tue village, aud 
every inch of the said plots they had cleared of 
the stones which lay piled upon their edges. 
Such land: could not with the utmost industry 
produce afiything but a scanty crop, and it 
seemed at best a very rr. task 
to enter upon its cultivation. portion 
of the land they had bat unable 
to relieve from the ajones uutil recently. when 
the old. muu and his O sons set themselves to 
accomplish this task. The result of their labors 
was not an increase in their crops, but the agent 
at once raised their rent 108. per annum as a re- 
wurd for their industry. 

“FOR THIS WRETCHED CABIN OF ELEVEN 

OR TWELVE FEET SQUARE, 

and their plots of stony ground, which Mr. * 
son and I could easily shake bands across. 0 
old man had to pay £4 10s. per annum; but it had 
been a hard scrape to raise that amount from 
such a sterile source. To pay this extra 10s. was 
impossible, struggle as the old man might. The 
result was the usual notice of ejectment for 
failing to satisfy the ageut’s demands, and this 
notice was hanging over the heads of the old 
man and family when we saw them, and would 
be executed at a very eariy date. 

The Eee thus describe the .cabin of this 
miserabid holding:

It turned 
out, however, that the engraver had acted in 
good faith, Groff representing that he wished 
the cut merely for advertising purposes, order- 
ing his name and address engraved on the same 
block and toappear as part of the card. He 
thus allayed all suspicion and received his cut.

of the cut ir address from the head and 
use the latter in his printing office. Inasmuch 
as Groff has not yet issued or * uttered ”’ 14 of 
his cards, his offense was, in éhe eyes of the law 
a negative one, and no action could be taken in 
the niatter. 


PUGH’S HORRIBLE FATE. 


Blood-Curdling Outrages That Defy be- 
scription—Shecking Torture Before 
Death—Eaten by Coyotes After Death. 

Correspondence Oincinnatt Enquirer. 

LAS Vecas, N. M., July 17.—The murder of 
Thomas Key Pugh, of your city, the frightful 
treatment he received at the hands of the blood - 
thirsty Apaches previous to bis death, and the 
details of his sufferings are so heartrending, 
sickening, and blood-curdling that no power on 
earth could give anything approximating an 
adequate idea of the monstrous and most foul 
tragedy. Some of the details are so disgusting 
that they are absolutely unfit for publication, 
or even to be talked about by the most hardened 
wretch. 

I went to the place where the stage was stopped 
and where young Pugh was captured. There 
were with me some of the party who had found 
the young man’s body, and they took me over 
the trail that led to the spot where the murder 
was Committed. This was two miles from the 
scene of capture. Every 00 yards or so there 
were imprints in the ground of a man’s knees, 
aud the guides explained that at these intervals 
the prisoner had sunk down from exhaustion 
and to implore his savage captors to spare his 
life, or to put him out of misery by killing him. 


If he pleaded for life at firat, be begged as hard 
tor death at last, for over the last mile of the 
trail was sprinkled a copious stream of biood, 
and the sequel showed that the Indians had com- 
upon their 


or wish to live a minute thereatter. 

The body was found by the Mexican soldiers 
on the day succeeding the murder, It was 
swollen to prodigious proportion, and an exam- 
ination revealed the sickening extent of the 
mutilations perpetrated by the dastardly 
cowards. Young Pugh had been emasculated 
in the most complete manner that such a fright- 
ful operation could be performed. It was 
while suffering from such barbarous torture 
that the demons, bis captors, had forced him to 
walk overa mile. Wheu he could no longer 
drag bimseilf along, the brutal Apaches flied 
his body with bullets ana left bim to rot. 

When the Mexican soldiers found the corpse 
they dug a hole with their bayonets, the only 
tools they bad, and buried the swollen, distorted 
remains as best they could. Returning the next 
day, the Mexicans discovered that the coyotes 
had dug the body up and had stripped it of the 
greate rtion of its tlesh. The soldiers again 
made Krave and interred the remuinsina 
decent und safe manner, after which a stone 
and a cross were placed in pusition to mark the 

rave. 
7 The Indians who committed this outrage were 
supposed to be good Indians, and were out of 
their own bailiwick on a special leave from the 
Government to hunt. They seem to have taken 
it for granted that they were licensed to 
bunt human beings and to murder in 
cold blood all they found wuuprotected. 
A couple of weeks prior to the murder of yOung 
Pugh the same gang of cutthroats captured a 
party of emigrants among whom were six wom- 
en. The hell hounds violated the persous of the 
women in a most fiendish manner, after which 
they hung them up by the heels. Then they se- 
cured red-hot linchpins from the ashes of the 

wagons they had burned, with which the mon- 
sters tortured the women to death. The man- 
ner in which they applied the heated pfece of 
iron to their victims is too disgusting to be men- 


| tioned.

Technical Education. 

Mr. C. O. Shepard, United States Consul at 
Bradford, Eng., presents in a report recently 
issued some interesting points in relation to 
technical education iu England. Hie takes strong 
ground in favor of such instruction, to be fur- 
nished by the State, the municipalities, or by 
the public spirit of the citizens, as the case may 
be, and refersto the great be nefits conferred 
upon Swiss 9 by the establishment of a 
scientific instWution at Zurich. At a cost not 
exceeding $100,000 per annum, cheerfully borne 
by a comparatively small number of taxpayers, 
instruction in the applied sciences is furnished 
by this institution, and the benefits conferred 
upon the nation by it he considers beyond al! 
computation. . 

In the year 1877 a committee of members 
of the London livery companies recommended 
the establishment of a central insCution and 
local trade schools, a plan for which is now be- 
ing matured. Meantime the Company of Cloth- 
workers have erected buildings and made al- 
lowances in aid of the maintenance of technical 
schools in Leeds, Bradford, Huddersfield, 
Keighley, and Glasgow, and have ilberally sup- 
ported mecbanical institutes and departments 
of instruction in various colleges and universi- 
ties. The total grants for buildings made by this 
Company, which contines its attention to textile 
fabrics, amount to over $160,000, and the annual 
allowance for maintenance is $26,000 

Tne Weaving-School in Glasgow was estab- 
lished Sept. 3, 1877, the sum of $22,500 having 
been raised by subscription for the erection of a 
weaving-sbed, lecture-room, and offices. In the 
first session sixty-one pupils were enrolled, and 
during the session of 1879.80 the number ou the 
books was seventy-three, and the average at- 
tendunce in all the Gasses fifty-one. The school 
is supported by subscriptions and fees from stu- 
dents, and its financial condition shows a steady 
improvement. At Keighley, which is in the 
West Riding of Yorkshire, a weaving-school bas 
been established in connection with the Mechan- 
ics’ Institute, in which the art of designing is 
now being taught, while a course of lectures is 
being delivered by the head instructor of the 
Bradford Technical School. Plans for a new 
building which shall furuish rooms fur a labora- 
tory and other necessary purposes are in process 
of perfection. 

At Huddersfield, classes for instruction in 
weaving and designing bave been successfully 
held in connection with the Mechanics’ Insti- 
tute for several years. Nearly $50,000 has been 
raised by public subscription, and a schoo! is to 
be erected. There is a textile department in 
the Yorkshire College, at Leeds, where theoreti- 
cal and practical instruction is given in the arts 
of weaving and designing, and a dyeing school, 
under the charge of an able professor, bas just 
been opened. 

At Bradford, the centre of the worsted indus- 
try, $10,000 was subscribed and a school built 
under the direction of the Bradford Mechanics’ 
Institute. No less than 339 students presented 
themselves, and accordingly it was decided to 
erecta new buijding, which, when complet ted 
and furnished, will cost not less than $125,000. 
The work so far done has been attended with 
the most Satisfactory results, and it is confident- 
ly expected that soon as the increased no- 
commodations 3 of the new build- 
ing are available the results will be even more 
satisfactory.
